Wampum was the currency o f 
the mo re civilized Indian tribes m New 
England and o n Lo ng Island.

sisted o f white heads, made fro m the 
lids o f a periwinkle shell o r black 
m ads made fro m a clam shell arranged 
m strings o r belts. 
It became the <» fil­ 
ial mo ney o f New England and New 
Vmstei'dam and lo st its place as mo ney 
between 
10f>0 and 
1700, when 
the 
‘Smart Alecks” amo ng the whites be­ 
gan to debase it by 
leaving the heads 
unpo lished o r unpierced o r by making 
them o f bo ne, ho rn, glass and even o f 
wo o d. 
The co lo nists legislated much 
try ing to fix prin s, and to save wam­ 
pum fro m declining in value, but it was 
being pro duced to o cheaply . 
Natural

Ushant, the island upon whose out- 
iy ing reefs the steamer Drummond Cas­ 
tle ran, sinking three minutes after­ 
ward and carry ing down every soul on 
: board, ex cept three, lies off the north­ 
west ex tremity of France and forms 
the comm* around which v essels from 
the south turn into the English channel 
after crossing 
the bay of 
Biscay . 
¡"Usha nt” is the Anglicized form of 
i "Ouessant, ” the French name. 
Pliny 
j ca lls the island "Ux antis,” and the 
I Britons know it as “ Enez Heufwa, ” 
which means "The Isle of Terror.” It 
well deserves the Celtic name. 
The inhabitants of Ushant are a hardy 
race, the men all fishermen and seamen, 
the women all tillers of the rooky soil. 
The latter on high day s and holiday s 
still often display their ancient costume, 
with its flat coif, which strikingly re­ 
calls the tfjminine headgear of southern 
Italy , 
and whence their dark 
hair 
streams in freedom below their waists 
Within the last quarter of a century a 
breed » f ponies still roamed in senii- 
wildness over a large partof the island, 
and fur centuries the inhabitants them­ 
selv es wer< looked upon as savages. De­ 
barred, often for long weeks at a time, j 
from any intercourse with the main­ 
land, they certainly led very primitiv e 
lives. 
But at the same time they pre­ 
served the primitiv e virtues, and hon- ; 
esty and hospitality have ever been ar­ 
ticles of faith among them. 
Losing y ear by y ear, with unfailing 
regularity , a score or two of their own 
kith and kindred in the treacherous ! 
waters around their isle» , their sy mpa­ 
thies have alway s been with those 
whom shipwreck has imperiled. Several 
of the Breton islands have notoriously I 
harbored 
communities of 
wreckers, 
but the people of Ushant have again 
and again distinguished themselves by » 
their efforts to save distressed vessels 
or their crews. 
Whenever o ne o f the islanders is lo st 
at sea, a to uching c< remo ny , called "the 
pro ella” is perfo rmed. 
The relatives 
and friends o f the deceased carry to his 
ho use a small wo o den cro ss, o ver which 
tho clergy repeat the pray ers fo r the 
dead, as if this sy mbo l were the co rpse 
itself. 
Then the cro ss hearer, who , 
whenever practicable, is tho go dfather 
o f the defunct (this again a to uching 
instance o f sy mbo lism), inclo ses it in a 
co ffer, and. fo llo wed by all the mo urn­ 
ers, depo sits it at the fo o t o f a statue o f 
St. Po l Auro lien, the patro n o f the isle. 
A few y ears ago a hundred o r so o f tho se 
co ffers co uld be so o n assembled aro und 
the statue. 
Ushant is kno wn to histo ry . As early 
as Biss an English expeditio n landed 
o n the island and ravaged it with lire 
and swo rd. 
Then, in 1778 , its waters 
witnessed the much criticised naval en­ 
gagement between Keppel and d’Or- 
villi*‘i s, which English histo ries usually 
describe as a drawn battl« , whereas the 
French invariably claim it as a decisive 
victo ry . Finally , 10 y ears later, Ushant 
saw tho "glo rio us first-o f dune, ” when 
Lo rd Ho we 
certainly 
shattered 
the 
French ships o f war co mmanded by 
Villaret-Jo y euse, but at tho same time 
signally failed to prevent the large fleet 
o f French merchantmen, o n who se ar­ 
rival France dept nded fo r na ans to pro s­ 
ecute tie-war, fro m getting safely into 
tho po rt o f Brest. 
That Ushant is, in Breto n estimatio n, 
predestined to deeds o f blo o d and death 
is sho wn by a strange rhy med pro verb, 
wlucli Chateaubriand 
quo tes in his 
"Memo irs Fro m Bey o nd the Grave,” 
and which may be Englished thus: 
" lie who sees Bt lie Isle do th see his 
isle ; lie who seeth Gro i do th see his 
jo y , but gaze o n Ushant’s flo o d, y o u see 
y o ur blo o d. ” 
Of the wild scenery aro und Ushant 
there has pro bably never been any bet­ 
ter descriptio n than that given by 
Chateaubriand. 
The island is tin* lar­ 
gest and fro m tho mainland the mo st 
distant, o f tho se fo rming the archipelago 
to which it gives its name. Mo leiio , the 
next m size, trades largely in its o wn 
so il, which o n acco unt o f certain chem­ 
ical pro perties is so ught after by Breto n 
agriculturists. 
Then, in additio n to 
sco res o f little islets, so me o f them mere 
aits and ro cks, 
there is Quemenez, 
which is abo ut a quarter the size o f 
Ushant, while near to the mainland is 
Beniquet, o r the Blessed Isle, so called 
o n acco unt o f its pro ximity to the Bre­ 
to n sho re and tho refuge it o ffers amid 
the mo st dangero us o.t all the adjacent 
reefs, that o f L o s Pierres No ires. 
Many a sto ut ship and many a frail 
fishing bo at have l» eeii shattered amo ng 
these reefs, where tho waters ever seethe 
and ro ar, even o n calm summer day s, 
But winter is the time to see Ushant 
and its neighl'o ring isles, all bare and 
rugged, rising fro m amid the galedashed 
v avi s. No ro o k bo und co ast can o ffer a 
mo re impressive spectacle than that 
which the o cean then presents as it 
leaps in its dread, blind might aro und 
Tin* Isle o f Terro r. ” — Westminster Ga­ 
zette.

In the northwestern part of the pretty 
little town of Media, the county seat of 
Delaware county , Pa ., on a tract of land 
known as "Star Mount,” owned by 
Samuel W. Powell, is located a genuine 
curiosity in the form of an old log 
bouse, which contains much to interest 
the antiquarian, and to afford material 
for the historian. 
The structure meas­ 
ures 22 feet in length and is 20 feet 
wide and 15 feet high. 
It is said to be 
one of the original manor houses con­ 
structed shortly after the arrival of Wil­ 
liam Penn and his colony on the banks 
cf the Delaware river. 
Circumstances 
point toward that belief, aud prove the 
claim to antiquity , which makes the 
old log house an important link connect- 
| ing the distant past with the present. 
This house is constructed of oak and 
chestnut logs hewn from the primeval 
forest, while standing beside it is a 
! giant oak, the largest by all odds in the 
I surrounding country , which is a liv ing 
j witness o f the age o f the lowly dwell­ 
ing which finds shelter beneath its huge 
outspreading arms. 
Tree and house are 
each the complement o f the other, and 
seem destined to continue their intima­ 
cy during succeeding y ears, and perhaps 
ages. 
In the y ear 1G81 A. D., on the 2d 
day of March, Peter and William Tay ­ 
lor purchased the land upon which these 
objects of interest stand from William 
Penn in England, and on the 22d inst. 
Thomas Powell took title to the land 
upon which the house and tree stand 
and adjacent tracts, and after numerous 
transfers it finally came into the pos­ 
session of Mr. Powell, who formerly 
resided in this city , but who now liv es 
in "Star Mount,” in northwest Media. 
Upon discovering the historic value of 
the house and uuk, he subsequently took 
precautions to preserve the objects of a 
past age and civ ilization. 
The ho use is co nstructed o f lo gs, and 
to prevent the entrance o f co ld air they 
were chinked with mo rtar. 
The small 
windo ws and do o rs were hand made, 
fro m the primitive o ak cut fro m the 
fo rest. The faces and ends o f these lo gs 
are scarred and defaced by expo sure to 
the sto rms o f at least two centuries, 
and sho w plainly the ravages o f ihe 
"to o th o f tim e,” but at heart areas 
hard and so und as when first placed 
in 
po sitio n to fo rm a ho use fo r o ne o f 
Penn’s fo llo wers. 
The present o wner, desiring to bo th 
preserve this ancient structure and to 
impro ve its surro undings, added so me 
seven o r eight y ears ago several addi­ 
tio nal ro o ms to the o riginal mansio n, 
but o utside the massive o ld chimney is 
expo sed to view, and inside the lo gs 
with their plastering, the windo ws and 
do o rs with their wo o den latches and 
strings may be seen, while the lo w ceil­ 
ing o f ho memade bo ards po int to a date 
when tho ax and saw were almo st uni 
versa lly used by o ur fo refathers. 
At the time when the additio ns abo ve 
mentio ned were made an o ld English 
co in was fo und. Upo n examinatio n the 
co in pro ved to be a penny o f the reign 
o f King Geo rge I, and while tin* date is 
almo st illegible, it seems to be 1724, o r 
perhaps un earlier date. 
This o ld Eng­ 
lish penny was ly ing under the o ld 
wo o den do o r sill, and had beco me im­ 
bedded in tlio gro und, and was o nly 
bro ught to light by the use o f pick and 
sho vel. 
Histo ry and traditio n uniti* in 
the sto ry in relatio n to this o ld ho use. 
Beginning with the river Delawawe 
and reaching as far as po rtio ns o f Ches­ 
ter co unty , and bo unded also by Ridley 
and Crum creeks, were so me two tracts 
o f land deeded to the Tay lo rs, Po wells 
and o thers in 168 1 by the pro prieto r 
and fo under o f o ur state, William Penn. 
Upo n each o f these two tracts o r parcels 
o f land lo g ho uses were erected, and o ne 
o f them was destro y ed by fire. 
One o f 
these ho uses, the o ne no w o wned by Mr. 
Po well m Upper Pro vidence to wnship, 
adjo ining tin* to wn < f Media, is the so le 
survivo r, and 
it is 
co rrespo ndingly 
prized by him. 
The ho use an I o ld o ak, to gether with 
tin* curio sities co nnected with them, 
are very antique, and there is no do ubt 
but that the claim o f antiquity is well 
fo unded. 
In 1715 it was in the o ld lo g 
cabin that Jo hn Po well changed fro nt 
the Quaki r to tho Baptist faith, aud o r- 
ganized the First Baptist church o f Dri- 
aware co unty , kno wn as the Brandy ­ 
wine church. 
The co ngregatio n was 
fo rmed o n June 14, 1715, with 15 mem­ 
bers, and amo ng the delegates were 
Abel Mo rgau o f this city and James 
J' nes and Jo seph Eato n o f Delaware. 
Thus the dd ho use, co nstructed by a 
first settler fro m the virgin fo rest, which 
extended fro m far inland to the sho res 
o f the Delaware river, has bo th a civil 
and a religio us histo ry , and has been 
bo th the birthplace o f pro minent fami­ 
lies and the habitatio n within who se 
walls a pro minent den» urinatio n o f this 
an 1 surro unding co untry first sprung in­ 
to existence.—Philadelphia Telegraph.

The fact that he w as in governm ent 
em ploy made Mrs. Y ezzis lenient to the 
shortcom ing s of his ancestors.

Michele* returned to the telegraph of­ 
fice and sent a m*-sage to t hioueola 
isking for help. Before an answer came 
received a deputation of the elders of 
Tibasu. telling him that the subjudge 
aid his actions g enerally were “ uncon­ 
stitutional“ and try ing to bully him, 
But the heart of Mich« , le d'( ruze was 
big and w hite in his breast because of 
hi* love for Mis* Yezzis, the nursegirl 
and because h< had tasted f- r the first 
tim e 1« spoiisibility and success. 
Those 
two make an intoxicating drink, and 
have ruined more men than ever has 
whisky . Michi le answered that the sub­ 
judge m ig ht say what he pleased, but 
until the assistant collector came the 
telegraph sig naler was the governm ent 
of India in Tibasu, and the elders of 
the town w ould be held accountable for 
further rioting . Then they bowed their 
heads 
and said, “ Show mercy! ’ 
or 
words to that effect, and w ent back in 
great fear, each accusing the other of 
having beg un the rioting . 
Early in the dawn, after a n ig h t’s 
patrol w ith his seven policemen^ M ichele 
went down the road, m usket *n hand, 
to meet the assistant collector who had 
ridden in to « quell Tibasu.

presence of this y oung Eng lishm an M i­ 
chele felt him self slipping back more

The hellanodcæ, or judges, were ten 
in numb* r, selected by 1-*t from the ten 
trib**s of Elis.

then studied the capacities of the ath­ 
letes w hile they were still in training . 
They had to decide upon the qualifica­ 
tions of the contestants, make up the 
programme of th< games, supervise the 
preparation of the scene of contest, act 
as judges in th*' gam- *, and distribute 
the priz« *s. 
It was a position of honor 
and distinction.
